Oklahoma City, Ok., Nov. 23.—Ad- 
a

from a $core of towns in Notheast 
Arkansas, twenty-five people 
were 
killed, fifty' injured and a numbei 
missing, in a tornado which swept 
through a section of country two 
miles wide and seventy miles long. 
The force of the storm 
was felt 
greatest in the vicinity of Ozark, 
Ark., the small 
town of Cravens, 
four miles 
west, , being completely 
wiped out. Four people were killed 
and three fatally injured. 
A grocery store in which several 
people had taken refuge was blown 
to pieces and all the occupants were 
more or less injured. 
Eight people, three men, two wo­ 
men and two children, are among 
the missing at Cravens. At Knoxville, 
Ark., the storm crossed over the 
Arkansas river at the mouth of Piney 
creek, demolishing everything in its 
path. Twenty' people were injured 
and several rej>orted missing. 
Calls for doctors have been sent 
from Barr, a small town four miles 
east of Knoxville. Physicians were 
sent to 
the * stricken 
town on 
a 
hand car and have 
not returned. 
Barr is almost destroyed. The coun­ 
try between Knoxville and Barr is 
waste, the farm houses shattered. 
The path of destruction in some 
places is four miles wide. The dam­ 
age at Berryville was confined mast- 
ly 
to 
stores 
and 
churches. 
The 
storm came up from the west at 
2:15 o’clock and lasted but a few 
minutes. The Methodist church was 
rent and the parsonage badly dam­ 
aged. Yhc Baptist church cupola was 
blown 150 feet.*
